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WASHINGTON’S VISION,

“Half past three.” 

“Come then,” he continued, “let us | 
go into the Hali ; I want to tell you 
an incident of Washington’s life—one 
which no one alive knows of except 
myself and if you live, you will, be- 
fore long, see it verified. Mark me, 
{am not superstitious, but you will 
see it verified.” 

Reaching the visitor’s room, in 
which the sacred relic of our early 
days are preserved, we sat down upon 
one of the old. fashioned wooden 
benches; and my friend related to me 
the singular narrative, which 
from the peculiarity of our national 
affairs at the present time, I have been 
induced to giveitito the world. I give 
it as near as possible in his own words. 

“When the bold action of our Con- 
gress in asserting the independence of 
the colonies became known in the 
world, we were laughed: end’ scoffed 
at as silly, presumptuous rebels, when 
British grenadiers would soon tame 
into submission; but we undauntedly 
Prepared to make good what he had 
said, The keen encounter came, and 
the world knows the result, It is easy 
and pleasant for those of the present 
eeneragion to talk and write of the 
days a Seventy-six,. but they little 
know—neither can they imagine—the 
trials and sufferings of thosé days. 
And there is ane thing that I much 
fear, and that is, that the American

no distant day, undermine and tumble 
into ruins the noble structure. of the 
Republic. But let me hasten to my 
narrative, 

From the opening of the Revolution 
we experienced all phases of fortune— 
now good and now ill, atone time victo- 
rious, and at another conquered. jhe 
darkest period we had, however, was, 
I think, when Washington, after sev- 
eral reverses, retreated to Valley 
Forge, where he resolved to pass the 
winter of "77. Ihave often seen the 
tears coursing.down our dear old com- 
manders care worn cheeks as he 
would converse with a confidential 
officer about the condition of his poor 
soldiers. You have doubtless heard 
the story of Washington’s going to 
the thicket to pray. Well, it is not 
only true, but he used often to pray 
in secret for aid and comfort from that 
God the aeponnes of whose living 
providence alone brought us safely 
through those dark days of tribulation. 

One day, I remember it well—the 

chilly wind whistled and howled 
through the leafless trees, though the 
sky was cloudless and the sun shining 
brightly—he remained in his quarters 
nearly the whole of the afternoon 
alone. When he came out, I noticed 
that his face was a shade paler than 
usual, and that there seemed to be 
something of more than usual impor- 
tance. Returning just after dusk, he 
dispatched an orderly to the quarters 
of the officer I mentioned, who was 
presently in attendance. After a pre- 
liminary conversation, which lasted 
some half an hour, Washington, gaz- 
ing upon his compauion with that 
strange look of dignity which he alone 
could command, said to the latter : 
I do not know whether it was owing 
to the anxicty of my mind, or what, 
but this afternoon, as I was sitting at 
this very table engaged in preparing 
a dispatch something in the apart- 
ment seemed to disturb me. Looking 
up, I beheld, standing exactly ae 
me, a singularly beautiful female. So 
astonished was I—for I had given 
strict orders not to be disturbed—that 
it was some moments before I found 
language to inquire the cause of her 
presence. A second, third, and even a 
fourth time did I repeat the question 
but received no answer from my mys- 
terious visitor other than a slight rais- 
ing of her eyes. By this time I felt a 
strange sensation spread through me, 
I would have risen, but the riveted 
gaze of the being before me rendered 
volition impossible. I essayed once 
more to address her,. but my tongue 
had become paralized. A new influ- 
ence, mysterious, potent, irrisistable, 
took possession of me. All I could do 
was to gaze steadily, vacantly, at my 
unknown visitant. Gradual y, the 
surrounding atmosphere seemed as 
though becoming filled with sensations 
and grew luminous. Everything about 
me seemed to rarify, the mysterious 
visitor herself becoming more airy, 
and yet more distinct ta my sight than 
before. 

I now began ta feel as one dying, or 
rather to experience the sensations 
which | have sometimes imagined ac- 
company dissolution, J did not think, 
I did not reason, I did not move ; all 
wero alike impossible. I was only 
conscious of gazing fixedly vacantly, 
at my companion.

For awhile it remained station- 
ary, and then moved slowly westward, 
until it enveloped America in its 
murky folds. Sharp flashes of lighten- 
ing now gleamed through it at inter- 
vals, and I heard the smothered groans 
and cries of the American people.

Let 
every child of the Republic learn to 
live for God, his Land and Union!” 

“With these words the figure van- 
ished. I started from my seat, and 
felt that I.had been showu the birth, 
progress, and destiny of the United 
States. In Uniox she will have her 
strength, in Disunrox her destruction.” 

“Such, my friend” coneluded the 
venerable parrator, “were the words 
I heard from Washington’s own lips, 
and America will do wetk to profit by 
them. Lot her remember that in Union 
she has strength, in Diswaion her de-

Our armies East, West and South, have been 
adding new laurels to our flag. The charge 
of our troops on Lookout Mountain, near 
‘Chattanooga, is one of the most ‘sublime in- 
stances of devotion to the flag, that this war 
has made. Read the accounts given of it, and 
if it does not make your bloed bound with a 
fever heat, I am much mistaken. The men 
“disobeyed orders when they advanced on the 
mountain; and after the fight, and Uncondi- 
tional Surrer.der, Gen. Grant rode along the 
line and with great tears standing in his eyes, 
as he addressed the men, told them that the 
only way to save a general Court Martial in 
the whole army was to hold forever what the 
day before they had captured by their sub 
lime courage. God is blessing our armies 
everywhere with complete success. 

I met at Chicago a boy who was one of the 
“forlorn hope,”’ on the 224 of May, last, when 
Vicksburg was attempted to be taken by 
storm. He had four balls in bim, and was go- 
ing home on discharged furlough, and with- 
out money. He wanted to go to Philadelpbia,

An American Consut Unper ARREST 


ror Murper.—A letter from Manzanillo, 
dated January 10th, says: “Four sailors of 
the United States steamer Saginaw deserted 


requested W. H. Blake, the United States Con- 
sul, to cause immediately their arrest. The 
Consul made a requisition upon the local an- 
thorities for assistance, placed himself at the 
head of the posse, went out into the bushes 
and arrested personally all four deserters. 
The Saginaw had b is time left the port, 
with the v:derstanding that she was to return 
in a day or two and carry eff the deserters. 
should they be apprehended. The vessel being 
absent, the Consul put the sailors in the stocks. 
under Mexican guard. Soon after this the 
prisoners complained of extreme suffering. 
and demanded tbat their position in the stocks 
be changed. The Consul called at the house 
where the stocks were, and changed the posi- 
tion of three of the prisoners, but the fourth 
refused to go again into the stocks. The 
Consul drew his revolver, and told the pris- 
oner that he must go in the stocks or he would 
kill him if he did not obey his orders. The 
prisoner replied that he was not intending to 
run away and he was not afraid of being shot, 
as he knew that the Consul bad no right to 
kill him. At this, the Consul aimed at him, 
fired and killed him instantly, the ball passing 
through the heart of the unfortunate sailor. 
Everybody who was present considered the 
act as an assassination. A great crowd as- 
sembled before the Consulate. crying death to 
the American Consul. The Mexican authori- 


pally to protect his life which was in great 
danger. On the examination, Blake’s plea 
was self-defence, but the letter says he failed 
to make it good.’ Another letter, a day later, 
says: “Yesterday the Mexican Criminal Court 
concluded the investigation. having heard the 
deposition of all the witnesses. Consul Blake 
was then arrested. charged with the crime of 
murder in the first degree. He will probably 
be sent up to San Francisco next month for 
trial by an American Court, and his exequatur 
withdrawn.’’ 


Tre Canapian Pior.—-S. R. Mallory, 
Secretary of the rebel Navy tells this in his 
late report to the rebel Congress : 


“During the months of July and August, I 
sent twenty-seven commissioned officers and 
forty trustworthy petty officers to the British 
Provinces, with orders to orgnize an —— 
tion and co-operate with nin officers in an 
ee to release the Confederate prisoners 
on Johnson Island, in Lake Erie. From time 
to time I learned that the arrangements made 
were such as to insure the most complete suc- 
cess. A large amount of money had been ex- 
pended, and just as our gallant naval officers 
were about to set sail on this expedition the 
English authorities gave information to the 
enemy, and thus prevented the execution of 
one of the best planned enterprises of the 
the present war.” 


Tue Fire anp Loss or Lire 1n Say- 


Tiaco, Cutte.—The Panama and 
Herald of January 2d says: “The steamer 
America, Capt. Morton, of M. O. Roberts’ 
New York and San Francisco line which 
sailed from New York on the 30th of Octo- 
ber, arrived here on the forenoon of the Ist 
inst. The America is nine days and five 
bours from Valparaiso and brings from that 
place the sad news that on the l4th of De- 
cember the Cathedral in Santiago, the Capital 
of Chile, had caught fire by the explosion of 
a gus pipe during the celebration of an Epis- 
copal High Mass, whilst the building was 
densely crowded with human beings. When 
the alirm of fire was given the crowd rushed 
to the doors, which, opening inside, were soon 
closed by the press, and all egress prevented. 
The interior of the building was decorated 
with light, inflammable ornaments. which 
cuused the flames to spread rapidly. The 
roof, which wus of wood, soon fell in, bury- 
ing the mass of beings beneath it. Some 
1,950 dead bodies, mostly ladies and children, 
bad been recovered from the ruins. 

As we have no direct advices from Valpar- 
aiso, we Cannot vouch for the accuracy of the 
above. The news was bronght by Captain 
Morton, of the America. who learned the par- 
ticulars from a letter from Santiago received 
by one o! bis passengers.

‘Day after day I went among those

“No,” said he. 

“Well, don’t you want your money?” 

“To be sure I want my moncy,” he 
answered in the most savage tone; 
“do ye suppose a man don’t want his 
money, to get some things for himself 
and send some to the ould woman?” 

And I wrote his letter. I came 
again to bid the New England soldier 
good-bye. I gave him some parting 
words, and I saw that the old Irish- 
man was very nervous and uncasy. 
Just as I was going away he turned, 
and said: 

“By my sowl, yer no humbag, anny 
how! and they tel me ye get nothing 
for it.” | 

Said I, “You are mistaken.” 
“What,does the government pay 
e?” said he. 
“No,” said I, “but I get paid in an- 
other way, in the God-bless-you of 
those who have been suffering for their 
country.”

This disease 
of the liver not anfrequently produces 
acites, from the compression of the 


brous tissue generated in the liver by 
the disease; the jaundice, from a simi- 
lar compression of the gall-ducts, hin- 
dering a free flow of bile through them, 
thus retaining it until it is absorbed 
by the lymphatics to produce jaundice. 

But one of the most strange, as- 
tounding and horrid results of the use 
of alcohol, habitually, is that styled 
catacausis, or spontaneous combns- 
tion. Instances of the manifestation 
of this terrible chemical change in the 
system, as induced by alcohol, are 
quite rare but are too frequent and 
too well authenticated to admit of de- 
nial or doubt.
